Tlio Value of Been. 


A German society publishes the follow- 


ing highly interesting statistical data re- 
ferring to the indirect utility of bees: 
"It has ever been one of the objects of all 
agricultural societies to prove the great 
importunccof bees to agriculture general- 
ly. 
It appears that the society named 


possesses 17.IKK) hives, from each of which 
10,000 bees lly out daily, which represent 
a totnl of 170,000 of bees. 
1 f we suppose 


that each bee undertakes but (our journeys 
per day, and IhN takes place only on 100 
days out of tbo HIM. then we obtain a year- 
ly total ol <i,KUO,<)00,000 of bee journeys. 
It is too much to suppose that fifty flowers 
arc visited on each journey, and we arc 
certainly justified in supposing that five 
outof these fifty are fertilized; then 
«vc 


get a grand total of 340,000,000 of fertilized 
flowers per year. Let tho value of fcrtili/. 
ing 5,000 blossoms be but one pfenning (or 
500,000 for 25 ccnls),'then the work done 
by bees of the society represents a value of 
08,000,000 pfennings.'or $170,000. 
It re- 


suits from thcsecalculations that each hive 
benefit* agriculture to Ihe amount of $10 
annually, a value hitherto totally over- 
looked." The fertilization of plants by the 
bees presents a very interesting field for 
study. 
But for the oft-rejmated visits of 


bees myriads of beautiful (lowers would 
in a short time cease to bloom—aye, 
and cease to live also! Many plants abso- 
lutely require the. visit* of hues or other in- 
sectH to remove their pollen.masse*, and 
thus to fertilize them. 
Hence, Darwin 


wisely remarks, when speaking of clover 
and heartsease: "No bees, no seed, no in- 
crease of the flower. The more visits from 
tho bees, the more seeds from the flowers, 
the more (lowers from the seed." Darwin 
mentions tho following 
experiment : 


"Twenty head of white clover, visited by 
bees, produced 2,000 seeds, while twenty 
head so protected that bees could not visit

Gladstone on Skepticism. 


Mr. Gladstone, England's great cx-secru- 


tary of slate, was recently clothed with 
the power of lord rector ot' Glasgow Uni 
versily, when, he delivered an able ad- 
dress. Ontiof t h« most interesting parts 
of this address is lliat in which he deals 
stalwart blows at the prevalent skepticism 
of the times. 
Ileru arc two or three sen- 


tences; "Depend upon it, gentlemen, those 
who boast or think that the intellectual 
battle against Christianity has been fought 
and won are reckoning without their host. 
Christianity even in Its sadly Imperfect 
development is, n* a matter of fact, at the 
head of Hie world. As the first existing 
power it rules the world." 
Referring to 


tlie necessity of repelling attacks upon 
Christianity, he said: "No defense is to be 
found in timidity, but much dcteuse is to 
be found in circumspection. What we 
have most to complain of is a, i»erccptiblc 
rapidity of question, trial and summary 
condemnation, which is as far removed 
from reason as is thcgroser-stof (he super- 
stitions it condemns. There is a kind of 
steeple-Cham philosophy in vogue; some- 
times it is specialism lhal assumes the 
honors of universal knowledge and makes 
shortcuts to its conclusion. Sometimes 
that knowledge of external nature is, by 
by one of the strongest solecisms, thought 
to convey a supreme capacity for judging 
questions which belong entirely to the 
sphere of moral action and moral needs." 
"Meet skepticism withskupticism—a wan 
ton skepticism with skepticism more le- 
gitimate. Put it on trial. Allow none of 
Its assumptions. Compel it to explain its 
formula. Do not lot it move a step except 
with proof in his hand. Bring it front to 
front with history. Kven demand that it 
Bhall show tho positive elements with 
which it proposes to replace the mainstays 
it seems bent on withdrawing from the 
fabric of modern suciety." 


To WASH WOOL.— Have an abundance 


of hot water in wliich borax was dissolved, 
and soap without a bit of rosin in it, as 
rosin always hardens the fiber of the wool.

Wn,i, POULTIIV 
PAY?— The question, 


"Will poultry farming pay?" is being 
asked more than ever this winter— and, 
everything taken into consideration, it is 
rather a hard one to answer. If the per- 
son wishing to engage in keeping poultry 
on an extensive scale — intending thereby 
to make a living or something more — 
has a natural tendency towards such busi- 
ncen, my answer would bo yes. But let 
no one without experience in keeping 
poultry imagine tor a moment that it is 
all sunshine and pleasure in managing a 
poultry farm. 
I know of no business 


that demands more close attention, oven to 
the minutest detail. My advice would lie 
to start with comparatively a small num- 
ber— say 100— and see how you get on 
with Hint number, and as your experience 
grows, BO let your flock increase. Tour 
buildings need not be expensive, but they 
must be comfortable and roomy. My own 
plan was to fence in ten acres with a fence 
five feet high— rough pickets. My house* 
are scattered around on this patch 10 that 
each flock is comparatively by itself— all 
the yards that I have are for my little 
chicks, which as fast as possible are mar- 
keted early for broilers, saving the best 
early pullets to replace half of the old 
stock each year. These pullets are turned 
into tho ten acre inclosure a* soon as they 
arc old enough to determine whether they 
are fit to be saved. About 600 hens can be 
handily (and I find successfully) kept on 
this amount of ground. From this num- 
ber of hens one should average about 
4,000 chicks each year. Allow the heni 
to set as soon after January 1st as they 
desire, and never let them after June 1st. 
Late chickens are "no good" as a rule.— 
J. H. W., in Prairie Farm*.

are paper "blankets." 
Attention has 


frequently Ixrn called to the value

bed-clothes.

Hccnis to have suggested the fabrication 
of "blankets" from this cheap material, 
and if nil that IH said of them is true, they 
ought to be extensively us-ed. For the ex- 
tremely indigent they should be a great 
boon, and it is in their favor, perhaps, 
thai they can not, ol course, be so durable 
as ordinary woolen or cotton goods. The 
bedding of many ot the poor can not but 
be productive of much sickness and dis- 
ease, and a very cheap material that will 
lost only a comparatively short time mutt 
be beticr than durable articles tha: are 
rarely if ever washed.

The unlucky side ':( the national 
trait is that it chills those who would fain 
work up against it and suck to establish a 
more genial and humane relati mship be- 
tween strangers; the notion that their po- 
liteness might tic construed by the objects 
of it Into an attempt to force themselves 
upon their acquaintance, and the rebuff 
this would inevitably meet, repel* them 
"I am fast becoming as rude uu my neigh 
bora. The next time I meet them I shall 
ignore them as if they were made of thin 
air!" exclaimed a high-spirited, thorough 
little lady, with t/eltic blood in her veins, 
who, 
having paused once or twice on the 


stairs of the lodniiig-house to make room 
for another lady who also temporarily 
dwelt in this abode, the latter neither 
hastening her step nor bowing her head in 
acknowledgement of the civility.

tion in cotton goods manufactured in Eng- 
land had caused an enormous falling off 
in the imports from thai country into Chi- 
nesec ports during tho last five years, while 
the honestly made American goods, guilt- 
less of sizing and clay, were rapidly gain- 
ing command of that market. The same 
story cornea from Hindooston. A recett 
number of Friend of India, an English 
ourcil published m India, states that 
while the trade of that country with other 
countries is rapidly increasing, it has OB 
rapidly decreased with Great Britain. lo 
1867 the percentage of trade was 60.30 
with the United Kingdom; in 1879 It had 
fallen to 50.25. This is attributed to ihe 
"heavy adulterations "and 
air.ingg of 
piece-goods of English cotton." Tho im- 
portation* from the Mother Country (if 
youthful England can be called the moth- 
er of that very adult stop-child, to India 
fell in 1879 over 800,000,000 yards from 
those of 1878. Another fact interesting to 
our cotton-grower* is stated, that the out- 
turn of cleaned cotton in India has de- 
creased to 50 pounds per acre, while the 
average in the United States between the 
years 1869 and 1878 was 203 pounds. 


Tho English press calls the attcntiou of 


tho people to this and other fallings off in 
tho sources of national wealth. Il is start- 
ling, indeed, to see to what small indus- 
tries their attention is called, neglect of 
which has already produced serious ef- 
fects.
